POLITICAL 


President at McKinley Tomb. 

At Canton, O., Sept. 30 the mauso- 
leum of tbe late, President McKinley, 
built at a cost of over $600,000 con- 
tributed by a million citizens of the _re- 
public, was dedicated in the presence 
of a great throng of people from all 
parts of the country and with ad- 
dresses by President Roosevelt, Justice 
Day, Governor Harris of Ohio and the 
reading of a poem written for the oc- 
casion by James 
Whitcomb Riley. 
‘Miss Helen Me- 
Kinley of: Cleve- 
land, the only 
sister of the late 
president, un- 
veiled the bronze 
statue of Mce- 
Kinley, The 
tomb contains 
the bodies of 
President Me- 
Kinley, Mrs. Mc- 
' Kinley and of 
their two chil- 
dren, Ida and 
Mary, who died 
in infancy.’ Vice President Fairbanks, 
members of the cabinet and many men 
‘and women of prominence took part in 
the parade which preceded the unvell- 
ing. Taking the character of McKin- 
ley as his text, the president sald it 
would be a disaster to the country to 
adopt “an attitude of hatred and envy 
toward success worthily won, toward 
wealth honestly acquired.” He added 
that there was only one other thing as 
important—namely, the war upon chi- 
canery and wrongdoing, “which are 
peculiarly repulsive when exhibited by 
men who have no excuse of want, of 
poverty, of ignorance, for their crimes.” 
In their own interest these men should 
seek by the conduct of their lives to 
build up respect for the law. But he 
drove home the idea that the man of 
wealth must have the same protection 
as the poor man. 

Roosevelt’s Mississippi Trip.. 
| At Keokuk, Ia., before starting on his 
500 mile journey down the Mississippi, 
the president proclaimed that there 
would be no retreat in his war upon 
the: illegal corporations no matter if it 
khould hurt business. He admitted 
that his policy might have been a con- 
tributory cause’ of the financial de- 
pression, but denied again that it was 
mainly responsible. At any rate, it 
would be “infamous” to heed the ap- 
peals of certain business men and “not 
to do all that can be done to punish 
these great wrongdoers.” The. big 
crowd of more than 20,000 people 
cheered their approval when the presi- 
dent shouted, “If righteousness con- 
flicts with the fancied needs of bus!- 
ness, then the latter must go to the 
wall.” In emphasizing the value of 
the man in the ranks, the average in- 
ividual of “fighting edge,” he said 
hat this nation could whip the world, 
but that preparation was necessary. 
The latter part of the speech was de- 
voted to the development of river high- 
ways, irrigation, forest planting and 
the system of state agricultural schools. 
Other speeches in similar vein were 
paace at St. Louis and Cairo, where 
tops were made. 

The presidential party was srested 
by a committee of St. Louis business 
men, thirteen state governors of the 
middle west and the members of the 

terstate waterway commission. The 
occasion of the president’s trip is the 

eep waterway movement down the 
ississippi to the gulf. The president 
and his party sailed on‘the steamer 
ississippi. Upon reaching Memphis 

e took part in the deep waterway con- 

ention. The negroes of» Keokuk, be- 
‘Tore his departure, presented Mr, Roose- 
velt with a gold headed cane as an 
evidence of their confidence in his ‘ad- 
ministration. 

At St, Louis, where the first stop 
ed made, the president rode in an 

pen carriage through the thronged 
btreets despite a @ownpouring rain and 
@elivered his address to the multitude 

while his clothes were dripping wet.

ague he drank in champagne the 
fas to himself as president, first hav- 
ing hesitated and then drinking a glass 
of wine because certain prohibition- 
ists at the table had said triumphantly 
that he was not going to drink it. His 
Bpeech followed the same general lines 
of that, at Keokuk, emphasizing the 
need of a great fighting navy to main- 
tain our position as a world power and 
asserting that the Pacific mobilization 
was a long distance practice and test

National Hearst Party Launched. 

Coincident with the convention of the 
New York Independence league a con- 
ference of the leaders‘in the vanjous 
state organizations.of the league, who 
are friends of followers of MBditor 
Hearst, met at New York and perfect- 
ed a temporary or provisional organi- 
sation of a national Independence 
league with Hearst himself as chair- 
man of the national committee. A set 
of principles was agreed upon to be 
laid before the first national ‘conven- 
tion early next year. 
What Attorneys General Want. 

The convention of state attorneys 
Seneral at St. Louis came to a close 
with definite action looking to a per- 
manent organization and the appoint- 
ment of a committee to Graft a scheme 
of antitrust legislation to be sént to all 
attorneys general. Besides this, a rego- 
lution was adopted in the form of a 
memorial to congress recommending a 
‘law to prohibit circuit courts from hav- 
ing jurisdiction in any case brought to 
restrain a state officer or any adminis- 
trative board of a state from institut- 
ing ima state court any proceeding to 
enforce the laws of such state. Ney- 
ertheless they are willing to have the 
decision of the highest state court re- 
viewed by the supreme court as now 
provided by law. Attorney General 
Hadley of Missouri was chosen presi- 
dent of the permanent organization. 


LEGAL-CRIMINAL 


Prohibition For Tennessee. 

The supreme court of Tennessee has 
affirmed the constitutionality of the 
Pendleton act, which in effect extends 
the provisions of prohibition to all but 
five cities of the state. The same legis- 
lature which passed this law abolished 
the charters of_five cities—Knoxville, 
Bristol, Clarksville, Columbia ‘and 
Jackson—and reincorporated them un- 
der the new law which prohibits sa- 
loons within their borders. The five 
cities where liquor can be sold after 
Jan. 1 next are Memphis, Binghamton, 
Chattanooga, Nashville and La Fol- 
lette. 

State Versus Federal Receivers. 

Attorney General Jackson of New 
York has asked Justice Ford of the su- 
preme court to appoint receivers to 
wind up the affairs of the New York 
City railway and to call to account the 
directors of the Metropolitan system 
for failing to do their duty. Justice 
Ford issued the preliminary order to 
this effect, but at the same time Fed- 
eral Judge Lacombe of the circuit 
court, who appointed Receivers Robin- 
80n and Jolin for the New York City 
railway last- week, extended their au- 
thority to the Metropolitan Street rail- 
‘way on the ground that the New York 
City had control of the Metropolitan 
assets, the former being the lessee of 
the latter. The petition of Attorney 
General Jackson charges collusion in 
Judge Lacombe’s appointments. 
Metcalf Exclusion Upheld. 

The New York court of appeals has 
affirmed the decision of the lower 
courts which held that the theater 
which excluded Critic Metcalf of Life 
because of his anti-Hebrew criticisms 
of the management was within its le- 
gal rights. The higher court says that 
Metcalf’s writing showed “race bitter- 
ness and hatred” and that theaters are 
in no sense under state control. 

Public Sentiment to Order. 

Lemuel BH. Quigg, former chairman 
of’ the New York Republican county 
committee and a momber uf congress, 
known as the political henchman of 


prominence under the searchlight of 
the public service commission as di- 
rected by Counsel Ivins into the affairs 
of the city trac- 
tion combine. At- 
tention had al- 
ready beendrawn 
to Quigg by the 
discovery of a 
payment of a 
large sum to him 
by the Metropol- 
itan Securities 
company, charg- 
ed to “construc- 
tion account.” 
On the stand Mr. 
Quigg calmly ad- 
mitted that he 
had drawn $15,- 
000 a year to in- 
fluence _legisla- 
tion in the com- 
mittee rooms at Albany and that he 
had disbursed in four years $217,307, 
over half of which had been used to 
work up public opinion against various 
schemes of the Belmont system, then 
a rival—schemes which were generally 
believed would improve the traction 
facilities of the city. He told how this 
money had been used to bring out a 
strong showing of opposition through 
the organization of citizens’ -associa- 
tions. He gave the names of various , | 
prominent lawyers who had been re- 
tained to assist him. Some of these ex- 
penses, to the amount of $159,000, were 
known as the “subway special” ac- 
count. As the champion of Ryan’s sur- 
face lines Quigg got people to protest 
against more subways except on the 
condition of free transfers. 

It was shown that not only had the 
ledgers and journals of the Metropoli- 
tan been destroyed, but that a majori- 
ty of the checks covering $800,000 
eharged to construction or subway ac- 
counts had disappeared. Most of the 
check stubs submitted did not contain 
the names of the payees. 

Senator Borah Acquitted. 

After being out only long enough to 
take one ballot the jury at Boise ac- 
quitted United States Senator Borah 
of the charge of conspiracy to steal 
Idaho timber lands from the govern- 
ment. The case had been submitted

Waves ure deceptive things. To look 
at them one would gather the impres- 
sion that the whole water traveled. 


This, however, is not so. The water 
stays in the same place, but the mo- 
tion goes on. In great storms waves 
are sometimes forty feet high, and 
their crests travel fifty miles an hour. 
The base of a wave (the distance from 
valley to valley) is usually considered 
as being fifteen times the height of 
the wave. Therefore a wave twenty- 
five feet high would have 4 base ex- 
tending 375 feet. The force of waves 
breaking on the shore is seventeen 
tons to the square inch. 


He Picked Them. 

An English commercial traveler vis- 
iting a large Glasgow warehouse made 
a bet with the manager that he could 
pick out all the married men among the 
employees. Accordingly he stationed 
himself at the door as they came back 
from dinner and mentionéd all those 
whom he believed to be married, and 
in almost every case he was right.

crop is only a little more than one- 
third of last year’s. Peas and beans 
will share in the general upward trend. 
The Erie Makes a Record. 

The report of the Erie railroad for 
the last fiscal year, which is now made 
public, is remarkable in several. re- 
bpects, but chiefly in the statement that 
hot a single passenger out of 24,199,723 
earried was killed during the year.: At 
the same time there was a reduction in 
the cost of operation, and more passen- 
gers were carried. at a less rate per 
mile. Wages were increased $1,000,000 
in the aggregate. In spite of the big 
Increase in wages the road made a gain 
in net earnings of nearly $2,000,000, 
the total being $16,171,356. 

W. U. and P. R. R. Make Peace. 

The long legal war between the 
Western Union Telegraph company 
and the Pennsylvania railroad, which 
began in 1903 with the expiration of 
an old contract, has ended in a new 
twenty year agreement, and all the 
lawsuits..are dropped. The Western 
Union will resume operations along 
Pennsylvania lines and will extend to 
the Grand Rapids and Indiana and the 
Columbus and Sandusky lines, which 
heretofore have been used by the Post- 
hl. Between the lines of this announce- 
ment people read a triumph for the 
Gould-Rockefeller interests, which, by 
raiding P. R. R. stock, compelled Cas- 
satt to stop opposing the entrance of 
Wabash into Pittsburg and to let West- 


ern Union alone, 


Harriman Loses His Alton. 

At the annual meeting of the Chica- 
go and Alton railroad B. H. Harriman 
failed to be re-elected a director, and 
the name of his friend, James Still- 
man, was left off, this marking the 
complete ascendency of the Rock Is- 
land interests in Alton and victory for 
the Moore-Reid people. Recently the 
Alton was purchased by the Toledo, St. 
Louis and Western, or “Clover Leaf.” 
Hdwin Hawley, head of the latter road, 
becomes now an Alton director in Har- 
riman’s place. 

Demand Credit Currency. | 

The resolution adopted by the Amert- 
can Bankers’ association at its recent 
Atlantic City convention favors the 
credit currency plan submitted by the 
commission appointed last year and 
favored generally by eastern financiers, 
although opposed by western mien. 
This indicates that another effort will 
be made to get another credit currency 
law through congress, In general the 
plan is to authorize national banks of 
good standing which have a: surplus 
fund equal to 20 per cent of their capi- 
tal to issue credit notes in amount 
equal to 40 per cent of the bond se- 
cured circulation, subject to a 2% per 
cent per annum tax, and a further 
amount equal to 12% per cent of the 
bank capital, subject to a 5 per cent 
tax. 

Heaviest Failures In Decade. 

According to the reports of the com- 
mercial agencies, the year 1907 thus 
far has shown the heaviest commercial! 
failures of any like period in the last 
ten years, the month of September be- 
ing particularly notable, as its failures 
in point of liabilities have surpassed 
those of any month since December, 
1903. Dun’s review regards the dis- 
turbance as a distinctly monetary one 
and not to any falling off in the gen- 
eral business of the country or anxiety 
regarding the future, 

Two Cent Fare Pays Railroad. 

In his annual report President 
Charles S. Mellen of the New York, 
New Haven and Hartford railroad ad- 
mits that the two cent passenger rate 
established about a year ago has prov- 
ed a profitable one, the gross earnings 
of his company having increased pbout 
5 per cent during the past year. Mr. 
Mellen’s’ report also deals with -the 
recent acquisition of the Boston and 
Maine by the New Haven. company, 
which now practically controls the 
first mentioned company; although the 
consolidation has been temporarily 
blocked by the Masachusetts legisla- 
ture. The New Haven road .has re- 
cently withdrawn from the American 
Railway association through dissatis- 


faction with the schedule of the new 


demurrage charges.

New World’s Walking Record. 

The world’s walking record for twen- 
ty-three and. one-quarter miles has 
been lowered by over twenty minutes 
by T. E. Hammond, in England, the 
net time being 8 hours, 24 minutes and 
14 seconds.

Dr. Cooke Ahead of Peary. 

That another famous American ex- 
plorer, Dr. Frederick A. Cooke of 
Brooklyn, N. Y., is now at the head of 
an-expedition safely in winter quarters 
at Etah, Greenland, 650 miles south 
of the north pole and north of the far- 
thest Peary station, became known 
last week, when John R. Bradley, the 
wealthy New York sportsman, returned 
to North Sydney on his schooner yacht 
after he landed Cooke with sleds, dogs 
and provisions for two years. Mr. 
Bradley, who is the financial backer 
of this expedition, says that their in- 
tentions were kept secret for fear that 
the Peary expedition would be stirred 
to greater activity.

Cancer: Among Meat Eaters. 

The results of two years’ exhaustive 
study of cancer in the city of Chicago 
by Dr. Cooke Adams of London lave 
just béeo made public in a report of 
the city health department. It says

fs a most important factor in the in- 
crease of the disease and in the death 
rate. Out of 58,885 deaths In the last 
seven years among the Chicago born 
from all causes there were 178 due to 
eancer. In the same period there were 
61,000 deaths from all causes among 
foreign born inhabitants (over one- 
third of the total population), and 4,463 
of these deaths were due to cancer. 
Dr, Adams says that his statistical in- 
vestigations in Europe and the United

Public life never attracted him, yet 
his highest duty as a citizen was 
never overlooked. Sham and _ hy- 
pocrisy were abhorred; genuine worth 
appealed to him .and always enlisted 
his deep interest. 


His home life was almost perfect 
in its charm, delightful hospitality 
and warm companionship. between 
him and all the members of his fam- 
ily.

CIVIC LEAGUE MEETING. 


Union Service Held in Baptist Church— 
Instructive Address by Dr. Mc- 
Comb of Boston. 


All the churches of Andover were 
invited some months ago to unite_in 
the Christian Civic League. Seven 
churches responded who felt that this 
organization would increase their so- 
cial efficiency in the town and would 
emphasize the fact of their virtual 
unity as one church. 

The first union service of this league 
was held on Sunday night. The de- 
votional service was conducted by 
Rev. W. E. Lombard, Rev. J. Edgar 
Park, and Rev.. F. A. Wilson. Rev. 
Frederic Palmer, the president of the 
league, then spoke. He said that in 


business life the watchword used to 
be “Competition tempered by Co-op- 
eration” with the emphasis on the 
Competition: but that today the em- 


modern business was that of “Co-op- 
eration tempered by Competition” 
with the emphasis.on the Co-opera- 
tion. The same new spirit was being 
felt in the churches. They were no 
longer emphasizing their differences, 
which were well suited to the differ- 
ing temperaments of their adherents, 
but they were eager to co-operate 
with one another on the basis of the 
main substance of the Christian faith 
upon which all are agreed. This 
league he said was the result of that 
new spirit. The league was an in- 
strument to be used by the churches 
for the doing of educative and moral 
work in the community which needed 
the united force of all the churches 
to accomplish. Especially was it nec- 
essary to dispel through the education 
of public opinion that vicious distinc- 
tion which had arisen in the public 
mind between the fact of there being 
a law in the statute-book and the en- 
forcement of that. law. The league 
stood for the enforcement of every 
law on the Statute Book. No laws 
should be left to be enforced or not 
according to the whim of the officers 
of the law. If a law is hard let it be 
enforced till the public opinion is so 
roused that it can be removed fro 
the statute-book. 

Mr. Palmer went on to say that the 
league quietly had been doing some 
work this last year along these lines, 
The tuberculosis question had been 
brought to the notice of the officers 
of the league. Tuberculosis classes 
are being formed very widely in the 
surrounding cities and towns. The 
league felt that it was its duty to do 
something along this line. Mr. Pal- 
mer read the following account of a 
class, written by one of the Boston 
experts:— 

The class is a group of patients, 
numbering from two to twenty-five; 
who meet once a week with a nurse 
or the physician in charge. _ Each 
member of the class-has a_record- 
book, thermometer, sputum cup and 
napkins, and keep a daily record of 
his temperature, his pulse, of his diet, 
his hours of sleep, time spent in the 
open air, his weight and general con- 
dition, 

At the class meeting these records 
are gone over, criticised, or com- 
mended, and the detail of the patient’s 
life studied to find cause, if he has 
failed to improve. Directions are 
given in detail, and the power of ex- 
ample is applied to encourage) indi- 
viduals to do as well as the others, 
Once a month each patient is exam- 
ined by the doctor. Each patient has 
also a visitor assigned to him, a lay- 
man, who is willing to see the patient 
at his home about once a week, ac- 
quaint vhimself with the home prob- 
lems, become a friend and adviser of 
the family, and to see that outside aid 
is secured when needed in the way of 
money, food, and clothing. 

The visitors return a blank to the 
director of the class giving informa- 
tion as to the home-surroundings, op- 
portunities for out-of-door life, needs, 
financial problems of the family, etc. 
Other members of the family also 
come to the class at stated times for 
examination to make sure that they 
are not infected. 

Houses where deaths have occurred 
are fumigated, so that the disease may 
not spread. 

Old tuberculosis tenement-houses 
often infect healthy persons. These 
houses should be disinfected to ren- 
der them. safe. 

The class is not suitable for ad- 
vanced cases, but any who are not 


This campaign by the formation of 
classes is the general forward move- 
ment throughout the state in the en- 
deavor to wipe out the great white 
plague. 

Tuberculosis is a curable disease, 
and is preventable. It can be re- 
moved from among us by the earnest 
concurrent endeavor of the citizens 
of the state. 

A temporary committee had been 
appointed early in ‘the summer by the 
league and eight cases had been 
cared for in Andover by the visitors. 
Mise Katharine French, chairman of 
this committee, had arranged for 
meetings of possible visitors and rec- 
ommended the formation of a per- 
manent committee. 

Rev. Samuel McComb, Ph.D., of 
Emmanuel church, Boston, then gave 
an account of the classes conducted 
by his church. It is being more .and 
more felt today, he said, that you can 
not touch the soul without influenc- 
ing the body also and you cannot 
touch the body without influencing 
the soul as well. So many diseases 
can be treated mentally and spiritu 
ally, especially all nervous diseases, 
and habits with a moral ‘issue in- 
volved in them (like drunkenness, 
bad temper, morphine habit, etc.) 

In the classes in Emmanuel church 
the chief therapeutic agent was sug- 
gestive—Auto suggestion or the suz- 
gestion to oneself of improvements 
in one’s conduct (this was especially 
powerful in the half-waking, half- 
sleeping state before slumber sets in) 
or in more serious cases suggestion 
by another of changes in one’s con- 
duct. The most » deep-seated mala- 
dies of this kind were only amendable 
to hypnotism, which was always used 
under medical’ guidance. The whole 
movement was medically superin- 
tended, only those cases which needed

It is always annoying when you are 
trying to get sémebody on the tele- 
phone to be told that “they don’t 
answer.” And if you are in an unusu- 


al- hurry, or~are 7 ov disap" 
te 


pointed, or are a little excited—for 
the moment you have waited seems 
like an age sometimes—you may 
think that “Central” is to blame. If 
you are specially vides you may 
even accuse the operator of not hav- 
ing tried at all to get the person you 
want. 

‘Look into your exchange some day 
—the manager.will be glad to see you 
any time—and watch how its work is 
done. Then you'll feel differently 
about it. You can rest assured that 
if “Central” says “they don’t answer,” 
they don’t. She has tried her best to 
get them, but without success. 

The first thing the operator does 
when you give her a call is to. “test” 
to see if the number you ask for is 


| busy. If the line is not in use, she 


connects with it and rings the sub- 
scriber’s bell. If nobody answers her 
first ring within 15 seconds she rings 
again. If there is still silence after 
another quarter of a minute she rings 
a third time. If there is no response 
in the next 15 seconds she reports to 
you “they don’t answer.” Then she 
will ring again, and again, and again, 
if you ask her to, It is a good deal 
like ringing someone’s door-bell. If 
nobody comes to let you in after you 
have rung two or three times you 
make up your mind that the family 
is out and go away. The telephone 
company has to stop somewhere, and 
it gives up at the end of a minute and 
a half to two minutes, after ringing 


on. : 
Most often, you will notice, it is 
when you call up a residence that you 
are told “they don’t answer.” The 
reason is simple when you come to 
think of it, but probably it doesn’t 
occur to everybody. In a business 
place the telephone is pretty sure to 
be located where the bell can be 
heard easily and there is someone 
whose business it is to answer calls. 
At any rate, there is always somebody 
near the instrument to answer 
promptly in business hours. There 
are lots of times, of course, when 
there is nobody at home to answer-a 
residence telephone. Besides, a good 
many people insist on having their 
house telephones put in out of the 
way corners. The result is that the 
ringing of the bell is not always 
heard, ‘and, even when it is heard, 
answering it means a trip into anoth- 
er room or upstairs. Then, too, it is

LAWRENCE 


Canoeist Drowned. 


Carleton Norris, son of Mr. and 
Mrs. W. O. Norris of Grove street, 
Methuen, was accidentally drowned 
in the Spicket river, Methuen, just 
below what is known as the “Big 
Eddy”, last week. ‘ 

The accident is-supposed to have 
occurred between 11 and 12 o’clock. 
Mr. Norris had taken his canoe in 
the morning and had gone up the 
Spicket alone. About 11 o’clock, Her- 
bert Gordon, who was also canoeing, 
passed him a little above the place 
where his body was found, and 
about an hour later, when Mr. Gor- 
don returned, he again passed the 
canoe, which was near the shore, but 
Mr. Norris was not in it. He thought 
little of it, however, as he supposed 
Mr. Norris had probably gone 
ashore. Paddling a little further 
down, he came to a paddle, and think- 
ing it had in some way fallen from 
the tanoe, returned with it. 

Mr. Norris was nowhere to be 
found, although his sweater and hat 
were in the canoe, and a letter ad- 
dressed to his brother, Rolf, who is 
at Dartmouth, which he had evident- 
ly been writing while floating along. 
Mr. Gordon noticed that the canoe 
was not-drawn up on.the. shore, and 
this. fact excited his suspicion that 
some accident had happened. 

He called and searched the woods, 
but could get no response. 

He came to Methuen village and 
with Mr. Norris’ father went to. the 
scene again and searched, but in 
vain. ; 

There seemed to be no water in 
the canoe, and as Mr. Norris was an 
expert’ swimmer, the _ searchers 
thought it unlikely that he had been 
drowned. They thought it possible 
that“he had gone off into the woods 
for a tramp and would return later. 

As he did not return during the 
night, search of the river bottom was 
instituted, and’ Henry Harris and 
James Skerrett ‘recoved the body a 
short distance below the “Big Eddy”. 

Mr. Norris was fully clothed except 
for his cap and sweater, which were 
in the canoe. 

The body was taken to Uudertaker 
Douglas’ parlors, where Medical Ex- 
aminer Dow viewed the remains and 
pronounced death due to accidental 
drowning. 

How the accident could have occur- 
red is a mystery, unless Mr. Norris. 
may have stood up in the canoe to 
change his clothing’and been thrown 
out, unable to recover sufficiently to 
save himself by swimming. 

Mr. Norris was one of. Methuen’s 
most popular young men. He gradu- 
ated from the Methuen High school 
three years ago, class 1904, where he 
made a record as a football player 
and general athlete. Since then he 
has been employed as driver for the 
Lawrence Produce Co. He was very 
popular socially, and the news of his 
death was a great shock to a wide 
circle of friends in Methuen and this 
city. 

Besides his bereaved parents, he 
leaves a sister, Ruth, and a brother, 
Rolf, who is a freshman at Dart- 
mouth college. He was about 21 years 
of age.
